Pursuant to your call yesterday from the secretary to Congressman /S^ ^ 
TfJhittington of Mississippi^ I telepfionically contacted the Congressman's 
secretary at the above tisae relative to the captioned organization and 
individuals* He was advised that JosepEKaagpuhad operated as the Constitutional 
Educational League for a long period of time, that he has been generally 
described as violently anti-Coraaunist and anti-Seaitic, that mich of his 
xnaterial is jcaatters of public knowledge and correct, but that on the other 
hand, many of his statements and allegations have been found to be without 
substantiation* 

I informed the Congressman's secretary that as In the case of all 
groups or individuals disseminating material alleged to be possibly of a type 
to engender class or group antagonisms, the Bureau had kapt itself infoimed of 
his numerous publications and of his activities so that interested Governmental 
agencies would have the data available and that all pertinent xaaterial had \ '^ - 
been submitted to the Criminal Division of the Department of Justice for its ' J 
infox^aation and consideraticxi* In answer to his specific inquiry, I pointed 
out that no prosecutive action had ever been authorised concerning Mr* Kamp's 
activities and that this Bureau was, of course, in no position to xaake any 
statement as to the legality of Mr. Kamp's actions or as to the question of 
his reliability or patriotism. 

Congressman' VEhittington* 5 secretary advised me he was most t 

appreciative of the Bureau's cooperation in this matter since the Congressman's | 

correspondent is one of. the most influential men in Mississippi, and that he ^<f.

On the bacic or this map is a title: 'The Fifth Coluan Con- 
spiracy in Ajaterica, Authentic Map and Directory, Price 25#' with the Nazi, 
Fascist, and Communist symbols displayed thereon, and there is a list of 
several hundred organizations purporting^ to be subversive organizations 
and activities whose purpose is to destroy this Government and set up in 
its place a new system of society based upon the collective concepts of 
Karl Marx. Contained in this xoap and directory is quite a lot of JTactual 
information, some of which we know to be correct. There is other informa- 
tion that we do not know to be correct, but if it is, it indicates a very 
serious and dangerous situation in this co\mtry. We would like to know 
who Mr. Kemp and Mr. Gill are, that is to say, whether they are reliable, 
patriotic American citizens. We would also like to know something about the 
reliability of the Constitutional Educational League and would thank you to 
give us a confidential report upon them if you can and will do so."

This aatter should be handled Iffl&ediately ^d your findings ehould 
be promptly referred to the Bureau in order that forthor consideration May be 
given to the question of the advisability of additional investigation In this 
isatter.

"I!ver^sinc6^ the beginning of the war," he said, "there have, been 
restrictions and limitations on the freedom of the press, so that to> 
day the press is frozen by law, by censorship, by directives, by decrees 
and by executive action ... ^ 

"Today the authority of the Government to control the press is 
absolute ^ although called voluntary. 

"Because the situation has a profound and portentous bearing on 
the freedom of opinion, every newspaper reader must be concerned be- 
cause he is directly involved." 

The American people should not make the mistake of passing this 
matter over lightly. 

The people have become acutely aware, since the start of the war, 
that something is wrong with the press.

"In.all governmental affairs the press is free only to report what 
is officially released ... 

"They are KOT free to investigate the war effort or to crusade 
and to report their findings." 

In short, the American press is no longer a free press but- a MEZE 
press. 

This means the American people are no longer as free as before. 

It means they are an unmformed people, and at least potentially 
a MISINFORMED people. 

They can have certain opinions and express them, as the editors do, 
but not SOUND opinions based on the essential substance o{ fact. 

Of course the people can be indifferent to this, and many of them are. 
But if the American people today are capable of indifference to what 
amounts to a loss of the Bill of Rights, they are of different character 
than earlier Americans who fought and diea for it. 

The American people had better concern themselves with the rights 
of the press before they are beyond reclaim, lest all the rights they value 
get beyond reclaim.

Freedom or Slavery 



An Editorial 



Dcaii Carl Actoan of the Columbia university wbool of 
iournalisin has hurled some of the regimcntcrs' own Jargon back 
at them. Under the cloak of war emergency, he says, the attempt 
is being made to freezdhe Bill of Rights and to substitute freezing 
the press for freedom of the press, 

Dean Ackerman has posed the issue correctly. It i$ nothing 
less than the choice between freedom and slavery. The a(!mini$ti;a- 
tion is already engaged in a propaganda campaign for a so*called 
man power act which would give dictatorial powers oyer the life 
of every citizen, powers which the administration intends to use 
coercively. But this system of state slavery is only a capstone of 
the monument of oppression w,hich those wjio seek to destroy 
American freedom have already erected. 

It is asserted that these oppressive powers of government are 
necessary to win the war, that they are to be exercised during the 
war period only, and then relinquished. Who, knowing the record 
of this administration, dares believe this? IVhcn has this ad- 
ministration ever yielded wjlllngly any of the powers it has been 
granted. al,\vays in the name of some emergency or other? 

These restraints cover most of the fabric of civilian life. The 
government dictates what wc may buy and what we shall pay for 
it, who may have gasoline for his automobile and w,ho may not, how 
we shall heat our houses and what wc shall pay to rent them. One 
authority tells the landlord he will go to jail if he doesn't keep his 
tenants as warm as he did a year ago, and another warns him that, 
he must do this on 7S per cent as much furnace oil, 

These controls on the physical life, vexing as they are, and 
unnecessary in some instances, arc less dangerous than the restraints 
that it is sought to impose on the mind of \k citizen, h w,hoIe 
jargon of obfuscation and perversion has been invented to distract 
the citizen and make false claims upon hisallcgiance. 

The citizen is loyal to his government. The enmies of freedom 
demand that same loyalty, as a matter of right, for the administra- 
tion. By this device the servants of the people affect to be their 
masters, and have the effrontery to assert that any attempt to 
replace them with servants more loyal to American ideals Is disloyal 
to the government itself. [ 

The same twisted rhetoric is applied to the term "commander 
in chief." It is represented that the President, who is tli people's 
hired man, exercising civilian control of the armed forccsjfor them, 
is by .virtue of that misrepresented title empowered to impose politi- 
cal orders that civilians arc bound to obey. From this il|i$ only a 
step to Mayor Kelly's vicious assertions that any one jwho sup* 
ports a Republican candidate is pleasing Hitler. i

In reviewing the above file, it is noted in Bureau letter^daited 
October 9, 19/^1^ instructions were set forth that JOSEPH P*j^t/JMDP^hould 
be interviewed by an Agent fron this office. After -several attempts by 
, an Agomt to contact JOSEPH P. CAMP, regarding this interview, and at^Tvixich 
tiae this Agent was infomed that CAMP is rarely in New Haven, a letter 
dated November 6, 19/JL, was dispatched to the Bureau, with, a copy to the 
New York Field Division, by the then Special Agent in Charge, J. T. MADiaAlI, 
to the effect that CAMP could not be contacted in New Haven, and requested 
thai, this interview be r^ide by "a .Bureau Agent in the ^ New York District. 
Evidently, to date the New York Field Division has been unable toaccco- 
plish this interview. 

During the investigation of instant case. Judge JOHN L. GILSON, 
vvho has been Judge of the Probate Court in Jlew Haven for over thirty years, 
advised that ^this League was originally founded in 1919 by ex-President 
17ILLIAM H. TAFT. Judge GILSOT stated that -TAFT se^t Captain ^J^TM 
^^JANSHI to him :regarding this League and personally, vouched for Captain 
HANSEN. Judge GILSai also advised that he had knowledge that HA!ISEN was ^ 
a captain in the Anay in the last war. ^ He stated that he- was in close 
contact with HANSM for a nxraber of years and considered hin en honest, 
straightforward, patriotic individual.

Mr. OSCAR MONRAD, Executive Vice President of the New Haven Cha^iber 
of Co^nerce, vvho has also been closely associated with Captain CHESTiR 
HANSIN, also recomended him highly as an honest, straightforward and 
"patriotic individual. t

No. 1 Man, E. J. COBLE, dated July 17, 1942, that Mr. W. J. COOPER,

CocotBanderof Anerican Legion Post No. 34> had visited the office to dis- 
cuss CHESTJB.H/SNSHI. At this -tiae Mr. COOPER -adjdsed that HANSEN vrats a 
ncmber of that Anerlcan Legion Post, and Mrs. "HANSEM tr&s the head of the 
Motor Corps Unit of the Milford Red Cross, Tvho seemed to be a very talented 
and civicHQinded person. Mr. COOPER also advised that CHESTER HANSIN 
had always impressed hia as being a fine individual, concerning ■whoa 
Mr. COOPER had .never, heard anything the -least bit irregular. 

On this occasion, Mr. COOPER stated that he had previously been 
..cwitacted by a Bureau Agent and kneir that we were interested in the above 
League. He also stated that the above Post would keep an eye on the subject 
and his activities and would allow his aeabership to reaain until definite 
proof was established to the effect that he was other than vAiat he appeared 
to be — a loyal Araerican. 

Judge LEONARD MC MAHON,. also advised that he has known CHE^ER

Winchell's 'Trap' Story 
Is Repudiated by F. B. I. 

U.S.Gave Out No False Rumors 
on Roosevelt Trip 

From the Herald Tribune Bureati 
WASHINGTON. Feb. 8.— The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
vehemently denied all knowledge 
today of a report which originated 
In London and was revived again 
last night in a New York radio 
broadcast to the effect that twen- 
ty-two persons— some of them 
high in government circles— had 
been trapped when they relayed a 
message to Germany that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill were meeting in 
Canada. ' 

According to the stories, ^e 
P. B. I., in an effort to stop a 
"leak" in Washington, put out a 
purposely misleading story at the 
time of the Casablanca confer- 
ences that the President and 
Prime Minister were meeting in 
Canada. The idea apparently was 
to see whether and how quickly 
this false story would reach Ger- 
many, and to apprehend, if pos- 
sible, the persons who sent the 
message. Less than twenty-four 
horns later, according to the story, 
the German short-wave radio an 
nounced the 'false news- of the 
Canadian meeting, and as a result 
the men involved were trapped. 

A spokesman for J. Edgar 
Hoover, chief of the P. B. I.,>was 
ready to answer questions about 
the story today. He began by, say 
ing that he had been, answering 
them all throughout last night 
since the radio broadcast of Wal 



ter Winchell, columnist for "The 
Daily Mirror" of New York, had 
revived the reports. 

The spokesman said there was* 
no false rumor circulated, there 
were no men taken into custody by 
the P. B. I, And further "the F. 
B. I. knows nothing about this 
particular case." 

Efforts to check the War De- 
partment's G-2 <Army Intelli- 
gence) as to the veracity of the 
report, likewise proved unavailing. 
However, the War Department 
facetiously suggested that "since 
Mr. Winchell is a commodore of 
some sort, you'd better contact 
the Navy.** 

Navy Department officials said 
they knew nothing of the matter, 
and the next suggestion was that 
the P. B. I. be contacted since 
every one knows J. Edgar Hoover 
feeds such stuff to Mr. Winchell." 
Apprised of this the Hoover 
spokesman denied that Mr. Hoover 
feeds, out anything to any one.

Freedom or Slavery- 



AnBditoritl 



Dean Carl Ackcnnan of tbc Columbia uaivtrsity school of 
journalism has hurled some of the regimcntcrs* own jargon bAck 
at them. Under the cloak of war emergency, he says, the attempt 
i$ being made to freeze the Bill of Rights and tQ substitute freezing 
the press for freedom of the press. 

Dean Ackerman has posed the. issue correctly* It Is nothing 
lesithan the choice between freedom and slavery. The administra* 
tion is already engaged in a propaganda campaign for a'so<aIled 
man power act which would give dictatorial powers over the life 
bf every citizen, powers which the administration intends to use 
coercively. But this system of state slavery is qnljf a capstone of 
tk mmmnt of opprcssm which those who seek to destroy 

Ameticinftttdow be already erected. i , 

U is asserted that tkse opptesslvt iwwtis ol ptMtl\\ Mt 
necessary to win the war, that they are to be exercised during the 
war period only, and then relinquished. Who, knowing the record 
of this administration, dares believe this? When has this ad< 
ministration ever yielded willingly any of the powers it has been 
granted, always in the name of some emergency or other? 

These restraints cover most of the fabric of civilian life. The 
government dictates what we may buy and what we shall pay for 

iti who may bare gasoline for liis automobile and who tnay not, how 

ye shall heat our houses and what we shall pay to rent them. One 
authority tells the landlord he will go to jail if he doesn't keep his 
tenants as warm as he did a year ago, and another warns him that 
he must do this on 75 per cent as much furnace oil. 

These controls on the physical life, vexing as they are, and 
unnecessary in some instances, arc less dangerous than the restraints 
tliat it is sought to impose on the mind of the citizeii. A whole 
jargon of obfuscation and perversion has been invented to distract 
the citizen and make false claims upon his allegiance/ 

The citizen is loyal to his government. The enemies of freedom 
demand that same loyalty, as a matter of right, for the administra- 
tion. By this device the servants of the people affect to be their 
masters, and have the effrontery to assert that any attempt to 
replace them with sc Wts more loyal to American ideals is disloyal 
to'tbc government itself. 

The same twisted rhetoric is appliedtb the tenii "commander 
in chief." It is represented that the President, who is the people's 
hired man, exercising civilian control of the armed forces for them. 
Is by virtue of that misrcpresetited title empowered to impose politi- 
cal orders that civiliaw are bound to obey. From this it is only a 
step to Mayor Kelly's vicious assertions that any one who sup- 
''^rts a Republican candidate is pleasing Hitler.

Dean Ackcrman stressed thcusc of fear and jblackmail/parj 
ticularly in the Associated Presrcaserro *i freeze the press into a 
new mold/' Fear and btackmail have not been the only weapons. 
In Chicago money has been a more effective one in procuring a press 
ling to betray its readers. The city has the sp^lacle of one 
newspaper founded and operated on an assurance of some millions 
ot dollars a year in^tax avoidance which the a^iministratlon inter* 
Ycned frantically to save when it was threatened by congress. The 
voice of a second newspaper without visible means oi support w;^ 
purchased with public office, carrying with it the privil^e of using 
that office for personal profit and for the harassment of competitors. 
A third publication dances to the strings* of debts which are so 
threaded thru a maze of corporate structures and government 
agencies that no one can say with certainty who pulls them. All 
that is certain is the perfomtance that the strings evoke. 

Powerful forces are working to confuse and stupefy the Ameri* 
can people, The time grows short. Great as the restraints are that 
hive already been imposedi their abuse mj be prevented if i con< 
gress reprcsartitivc of the people is returned to Washington. If a 
congress of faceless men'and rubber stamps is etectedi our freedoms 
are lost. Two years of unrestrained oppression will destroy all 
hope, because byjhcn few men will darevoteagainst their oppressors. 

The men who are working lor the election of the Democratic 
ticket are woriting to enslave their fellow men, Less than two 
weeks remain in which to turn back their attack upon liberty.

LOS ANGELES, Dec Willie interaa- 
lionAl executive board of the United Auto 
Workers Onion, CIO, today announced that 
it would no lon^r consider its no-strike 
promise binding should Congress abrogate 
or increase the $25,000 salary limitation 
imposed Ky FDR. Tk resolution proposed 
bv Richard Frankensteen, vice president o( 
Ihe'union, and passed unanimously , 

Ue ^ecutive board's resolution followed 
an al]*week session in Los Angeles to decide 
future policies o( the UAW; It declwed that 
*bi2 business interests And their servile 
spokesmen of press and radio now profess 
to see genuine disaster to our country, our 
Constitution, our institutions and our peo« 
pie In the application of the $25,000 Kmita* 
tion. although they saw no impending 
catastrophe in the adoption of the restri^ 
lions upon the income of workers."

In accordance with your request there is attached a suiaraary 
raeatorandun on the infonaation contained in the Bureau's files concerning 
the Constitutioixal Educational League and Joseph Ei^aap. 

In this connection the following correspondence has been had be- 
tween the iJoreau and the Departaent: ^ 

On !£arch 10, 1941, the Attorney General was advised by xaeaorandxai of 
the infonaation in the Bureau's files and his opinion was requested as to 
possible violations of Federal statutes by the League. 

The Criminal Division replied under date of Jxme 6, 1941, that the 
facts presented did not constitute a violation of any law. It was stated in 
this meaorandua to the Bureau that no further investigation was desired. 

On September 4, 1941, the publication "The Fifth Coluian Conspiracy 
in America," issued by the League, was forwarded to the Attorney General, and 
his advice was requested as to what action he desired the Bureau to take. 

On September 22, 1941, the Attorney General advised that he did not 
believe the publication of this panphlet constituted a violation of any 
crininal statute. He also advised that the statement contained in the pub- 
lication to the effect that on June 26, 1941, the Department of Justice 
notified all Federal attorneys to hold up prosecution against Soviet Agents 
erroneous. He suggested that if an Agent should. have occasion to contact

I infomed her that all such material has been furnished the 
Criminal Division of the Depoirtment of Justice, but to date they have foxind 
nothing upon thich they could base a charge that he has violated any Federal

y Miss Mayhew advised that the reference booklet was sent in by a Mr. 
E. E^elmst etter^ 261 Buckin^am Avenue, Syracuse, New York, who wrote a long 
leiter comjSSning that he had been forced out of business by the Government's 
current policies and that he is tinable to secure employment even though he has 
applied to Civil Service and the War Manpower Commission. Miss^Mayhew advised 
that Congressman Hancock had asked her to check on the above organization since 
Helmstetter has a German sounding name and the pamphlet he sent in with his ' 
letter quotes material allegedly cc^itained in the official files of the FBI 
and is very critical of the infiltration of Communists and Jews into the Govern- 
ment. 

I, of course, informed Miss Mayhew that we had received copies of the 
particular publication and that its inference that it had information directly 
from our files was absolutely untrue, that this Bureau had never furnished any 
infonaation to Kamp or the Constitutional Educational League. I pointed out to 
her that this, of course, did not mean that the FBI does not have the same infor- 
mation in its files since we do furnish such data to other Governmental agencies
